Austro-German Attacks 
Monte Solarolo Are 
Repulsed. 



Various reports continue to come 
from Russia with regard to the opera- 
tions of the revolutionary and coun- 
ter revolutionary forces in their 
struggle for supremacy, [but out of the 
maze it is impossible to gain an accu- 
rate idea as to which side to the con- 
troversy is in the ascendency. 

Meanwhile, preliminary peace dis- 
cussions between the bolsheviki rep- 
resentatives and delegates to the 
Teutonic allies are in progress at 
Brest-Litovsk. The real negotiations, 
having in view the bringing about of 
peace and the consequent retirement 
of the Russian army as a belligerent 
against the Teutonic allies, are ex- 
pected to begin next Tuesday. 

The German and Austrian foreign 
ministers, botn astute politicians, are 
speeding toward Brest-Litovsk to 
take part in the parley, and 
battle of wits which will i 
probably is not outside the reali 
reason to infer that the Teutonic al- 
lied representatives will not be at a 
disadvantage in dealing with men of 
the caliber the bolshevikii will have 
present to plead their cause. 

On none of the battle fronts, except 
that in northern Italy, are military 
operations of great magnitude ensu- 
ing. Heavy snow and bad weath 
er generally has brought the fight 
almost to a standstill on the wests 
front in France and Belgium, exo 
for small encounters by outpcats'and 
reciprocal bombardments. 

On the Italian front around Monte 
Solarolo the Austro-Gtrmans again 
have taken up | vigorous offensive, 
throwing their troops against the 
It ilians with the usual tierceness of 
attack, disregarding the losses inflict 
ed upon them. The Rome war office 
reports that the enemy in its latest 
attack was completely repulsed.

The totul designated mileage of 
state and county blghwny systems In 
New Tork state at the present time Is 
11,088, of wild] S.926 miles had been 
completed and accepted on January 1, 
while contracts In force at thnt time 
covered 1,185 miles. This with the 
contracts awarded during the year 
1016, leaves a balance of designated 
mileage not yet cured for of 4,210. 
Highway construction during the past 
two years has been gravely hindered 
because of the fact that surplus labor 
largely absorbed tn munition 
und other abnormal Industrial 
activities. In New Tork state during 
1016 it was impossible to secure even 
at largely Increased cost more than a 
quarter of the lubor actually required 
for highway work.

Government Introduces Standardiza- 
tion Which Is Expected to Be of 
Big Value to Industry. 

The fact that Uncle Sam has 
itandardized his trucks, so that any 
part broken in action may be re- 
placed by a similar part taken from 
another truck, does not necessarily 
mean that the most efficient delivery 
system can be obtained only by the 
use of a fleet of trucks identical in 
model and design, says H. W. Slau- 
sod, in Leslie's.
